Tom, 


Hi, sure glad to see that I was not the only one to hit a bump in the CW 
learning curve at 25 WPM. Here is what I did to get over it. I started 
listening to W1AW fast speed CW practice. They start out at 35 and then 
go down to 30 and then down to 20 etc. I would not try to write anything 
down at 35 or 30 and just listen trying to pick out what I could. 
Eventually I found I was getting more and more of the code at both 
speeds. 


I first starting listening to this when I was preparing for the 20 WPM 
test for my Extra.( That was back in the days one had to go to a FCC 
field office to take the test. I ended up taking my General test in 
Charleston, WV; the Advanced in Pittsburgh, PA; and the Extra in 
Norfolk, VA. I sure made the rounds back then....hi!) What I found was 
that after listening to the runs at 35 and then 30 WPM, 20 sounded 
‘slow'. So when I reached that plateau at 25 I went back and started 
listening to the fast speed practice again and this got me over the 
‘hump'. This copying in my head works great for QSOs where I just end 
up writing down a few important details that I may want to go back and 
look at and copy the rest in my head. This helps me to use the CW more 
easily in conversation on the air at those speeds now. 


For example if you were to look at my paper I write on during a QSO you 
would see only something like this if I was working myself: 


559 Birmingham, AL Lynn 3 W 


for the first exchange. Then if there was anything else in subsequent 
exchanges I might need to refer to again I might jot them down too. 
Otherwise the rest is just copied in my head. There is no way I can 
write fast enough to copy everything down at those speeds and heaven 
forbid if I were to try to type that fast. That would be beyond the 
impossible...hi! 


Now my dad is a different story. He was a Navy CW op who was put on 
Chinese and Russian diplomatic circuits to copy for Naval intelligence 
back in the early 50's. He can copy code and type it out at around 60 
WPM...or so he says. There is no way I could verify this as code at that 
speed sounds like gibberish to me...hi. Unfortunately, he disliked the 
Navy so much he developed an aversion to the sound of CW after having 
had to copy it for 8 hours a day for 4 years. He has no interest in 
getting his ham license or more importantly, listening to CW. I did make 
him show me that he could copy CW when I first started studying the code 
back when I was around 12 or so. I tuned to the fastest station I could 
hear one night on my shortwave and sure enough he sat there and copied 
it for me even though it had been about 20 years or so since he had 
copied code. He says that once learned it is never forgotten. I don't 
know if that is true or not either as I have continuously used CW for 
the last 16 years of my life; so have never had an opportunity to 
'forget' yet...hi. 


Sorry for the long post and random thoughts. I just got carried away.

just finished the kc-2. i did have one problem with getting the kc-2 to work 
properly. turns out that my safety measure of installing 0.01 bypass caps on 
the paddle jack was keeping the kc-2 from toggling between freq and s-meter. 
once the bypass caps were removed, everything worked fine. from reading the 
ke-2 manual, they mention that Q3 and Q4 and some resistors are used to 
multiplex the paddle and other signals. looks like the caps retain a charge 
keeping the display button from toggling. after playing with the paddle plug 
in the paddle jack, the kc-2 display would work intermittently. that's how i 
stumbled on the caps being the problem. anyways, no caps now and everything's 
working as it's supposed to. anyone else experience this problem?

Greetings all you icecubes, 


One frozen op here. This was one event not to be missed this year soa 
little planning went into the preparation. Nick and I emptied just about 
every carrying bag that I own and sorted through all the equipment that 
might be neded for a wilderness Dxpedition. It was also decided (by me) 
that we would carry only as much as Nick could put on his back. He then 
figured that the samller the backpack, the less he would have to carry. 


I assembled all the gear, QRP+, bencher paddles, companion battery and 
tuner, clock, gusher dipole, sling shot (his favorite), fishing line, pull 


string etc. It all fit into one backpack. Just for practice he carried a 
SLV in a noodle case. 


Nice day with the temp about 44 F, calm wind and bright skies. No problem 
so we drove down to the State Park and walked out to the picnic grove. The 
Gusher antenna, thanks Joe N2CX for the design, went up without a snag. 
Inverted V aimed east/west to get the New England area. 


All started out fine but it took so getting used to the ambient noise. Cars 
going over the wooden bridge sounded like they were headed for the river, 
jets coming into Newark airport were up about 500 ft, 500 Canada geese 
walking and fighting in the river, Nick snapping branches as he crashed 
over the river bank just to mention a few. Then the cw speed sounded like 
60 wpm or better. It only took a few minutes to get settled in and the 
contacts added up. Then I realized my fingers were getting cold and the 
paddles were very cold. Two hours of sitting on a cold bench yielded a 
frozen hand. I had to run (creek) back to the truck where I forgot my 
gloves. I did hold out as long as possible but it was either fold up the 
station or cheat.

Echoing the many previous postings, the ZM-2 is a great matching 
device. The tuning indicator is an added benefit. It is a little 
sensitive to tune but is easily mastered. I used BNC connectors, mounted 
the LED in a RS plastic holder and hot glued the toroid directly to the 
two capacitors.

I'm still learning code....attempting to graduate to my Tech Plus from Tech. 
I have everything learned....now, I need to apply it. 


Here is my difficulty - I can copy code fine up to about 10 wpm with character 
speed at 18wpm (there's that Farnsworth working). But, I am copying words. 
When I get to QSO's on practice tapes, I stumble considerably even at 5wpm. 


My guess is that I am anticipating. I can't catch myself consciously doing 
this, but I think this is what I am doing. When I copy random, I'm fine. 
When I copy words, I'm fine. But, when it comes to QSO's, I stumble. 


Practice, practice, practice. Probably a stage in learning cw. One thing 
that is interesting is that you pick up on your automatic response level.

Hi gang, 


Since I have put a KC-2 into my Sierra it has developed a slight warble 
in the RX signal tone at some settings of the controls and certain 
signal strengths. I haven't made any statistics about the phenomenon, 
but sometimes I notice it and sometimes not. Also there is a very slight 
shift of frequency when switching from frequency display to S meter 
mode. It's not a BIG deal, but perhaps there is something that I can do 
about it the next time I open the rig for modifications. 


The VFO signal is fed to the buffered input of the KC-2 using a hookup 
wire (sturdy multistrand teflon coated wire from you know who on this 
list ;-) ). The 10 pF coupling cap is at the main PCB side of the wire. 
The KC-2 is at the spot where Wilderness put the holes for it and the 
wire is more or less straight. 


In the opinion of the list, would it help to replace the wire with 
miniature coax? Should I make the coupling cap smaller? 


I also used hookup wire (and the same 10 pF coupling cap) when I had a 
KC-1 in the Sierra and that didn't cause any problems. I still have some 


very nice RG174-like teflon coax from 20 yrs ago, but thinking that the 
Capacitance of the coax might cause a problem or two, I again used 
hookup wire. 


I'd be grateful for any opinions on this (small) subject.

Troubleshooting from 3000 miles away, I would first guess that you have run 
some connecting wire close to a frequency determining (VFO parts) component 
and that very few pF coupling is causing the problem. To check, open the top, 
tie a string (non-metalic) on the connecting wire(s) you installed, and back 
away over a foot (1/3 metre) from the radio, pull the string to move the 
wires, and watch the results. If that is the problem, move wires or add 


longer wires and dress them away from VFO and along / against front panel or 
bottom chassis to connect. 

Good Luck (and hope this 3000 mile trouble shoot works for you) '
